Culture:  Plant  outdoors  any  time  during  October 
and  until  the  ground  freezes,  setting  the  bulbs  6 inches 
apart  and  5 inches  deep  to  the  bottom  of  the  bulb. 

While  they  succeed  in  almost  any  soil,  you  will  get 
larger  flowers  on  stronger  stems  and  better  colors  in 
specially  prepared,  well  manured  beds.  No  further  care 
is  necessary,  but  a covering  of  salt  hay,  leaves,  or 
manure  over  winter  is  beneficial.

DIRECTIONS  FOR  USING  BULB  FIBER 

Wet  the  Fiber  thoroughly  until  it  has  absorbed  all  the  water  it  can  hold.  This  is  best  done  in  a pail  or 
pan.  Then  squeeze  out  nearly  all  the  water  and  it  will  be  just  right  for  planting.  Fill  the  bowl  three-fourths 
full,  or  to  within  a few  inches  of  the  top,  according  to  the  size  of  the  bulb.  Press  down  gently  (never  pack 
it  down),  set  bulbs  at  the  proper  distances,  and  fill  up  with  Fiber.
